tively new county of Aroostook, indicating 
that the leading question with’ Maine farm- 
ers to-day is that of fertilization or the 
restoration of old and worn-out fields to 
their former fertility and productiveness. 
We are glad that this subject isto be dis- 
cussed at the Farmers’ meetings to be hold- 
en in different parts of the State during the 
coming year, and we sincerely hope that 
some practical good may come out of it. 
But talking will accomplish nothing unless 
there shall be resultant action. The best 
theories in the world amount to nothing un- 
til tested and proved by practical experi- 
ence. 

Many methods of accomplishing the de- 
sired result have been suggested, and there 
is a great diversity of opinions respecting 
the value of some of them. For instance, 
the opinion has been expressed by many 
that sheep husbandry furnishes the solu- 
tion of the problem, while others take a 
different view. Mr. Lang in his report of 
the Hereford Stock Farm of Underwood 
Brothers of Fayette, quotes one of the pro- 
prietors as saying that ‘they do not keep 
sheep and do not believe in them ; that they 
run out the farm, &c.” Mr. Sturgis on 
the contrary, the proprietor of Broadacres 
Farm in Vassalboro, thinks there -is noth- 
ing like sheep for restoring fertility to old 
fields and keeping up the productiveness 
of the farm. Both are men of judgment 
and of large experience in farmiag, and yet 
their views upon this subject appear to be 
diametrically opposed. 

Dr. Bailey and other enthusiasts, think 
that the ensilage of green fodder which 
will enable farmers to keep more stock and 
at a much greater profit,- will solve the 
question of fertility; Mr. Sanborn, Super- 
inteadent of the New Hampshire College 
farm who has spoken in various parts of 
the State during the past winter, tells us 
that we can surmount the difficulty only by 
the cultivation of larger areas, the use .of 
commercial fertilizers and the gradual in- 
crease of our stock as the increased fertili- 
ty of the farm will support it, while Dr. 
Harlan thinks the panacea for all our ag- 
ricultural evils is found in green manuring. 
By this system, old and worn-out fields can 
be made fertile without the loss of a crop, 
and at a trifling expense when compared 
with other methods of fertilization. 

Now while we do not believe that either 
of these systems is of universal application, 
we believe there is good in all of them, ac- 
cerding to circumstances. Upon the silo 
question we recently expressed our views 
and they remain unchanged. The various 
points involved in the experfment have all 
been settled in favor of the silo, except the 
comparative value of the ensilage. and this 
will probably be definitely settled the pres- 
ent year, and if settled as claimed by its ad- 
vocates, it will enable us to increase our 
stock and largely increase the quality of 
our home-made material; it will 
accomplish something in the desired direc- 
tion but not all. Prof. Sanborn’s ideas are 


seem to us entirely practical for general 
adoption. We believe in cultivating well 
so far as we go, and to cultivate large 
areas with a small amount of stable ma- 
nure, would require large outlays for com- 
mercial fertilizers and involve more or less 
risk; a bad season or fraudulent fertilizers, 
might result in a failure of the crop which, 
to a farmer of moderate means, would 
almost financial ruin. ; 

We have much faith in the plan of greén

how to supply it in sufficient quantity. Let 
us first adopt means to prevent any fur- 
ther waste, and then try and solve the 
problem of a supply to make up the de- 
ficiency. . 


Burleigh and Bodwell’s New Stock.

We congratulate Mr. Burleigh 
on the successful issue of his second trip to 
England in pursuit of stock and on his safe 
arrival to his home. We also congratulate 
Burleigh and Bodwell on this splendid ad- 
dition to their choice herd of breeding an- 
imals. From the English paper referred 
to in our item of last week, we compile the 
following description of some of the ani- 
mals composing this last purchase with 
the names of the parties from whom they 
were purchased : 

Mr. Powell of Eglwysanrrydd, Glamor- 
ganshire, supplied him with a promising 
young bull and a heifer, both by Spartan, 
theirdam Crocus, by Prince Edward 2d. 
Mr. Price, the Vern, Badenham, Hereford- 
shire, supplied him with two, three years 
old and four yearling heifers, all by that 
grand heifer getter Harewood, while their 
dams were by Master Oliver Stockwell and 
Gift 3d. He added five grand young cows 
and one calf, from the herd of Mr. White, 
Zeals, Wilts. Mr. White’s herd was estab- 
lished some sixty years ago by purchases 
from the late Mr. Hewer and other emi- 
nent breeders, which has been followed by 
selections from the best herds of the day. 
Two of the cows purchased by Mr. Bur- 
leigh, viz., Wiltshire Lass and Handsome 
2d, are by the celebrated bull Helianthus, 
by King of the Lilies, dam Queen of Hearts.

their side and most of the others with calf; 
twenty-four heifers from one to three 
years old; five bull calves from 1 to 10 
months old and seven heifers from 1 to 9 
months. One of the calves was dropped 
just before the herd left England, and one 
on the passage. The Polled Angus cattle 
are a novelty in this part of the country. 
There are two three years old heifers with 
their calves, three two year old heifers, 
two yearling heifers and two yearling bulls.

They were-all bred in Scotland, and have 
evidently had better quarters during the 
winter than the Herefords. From a Scotch- 
man who came over with the herd, we 
learned that this is the only breed of Polled 
cattle bred to any extent in Scotland; that 
they give very rich milk and are highly es- 
teemed as beef animais. 

The flock of Shropshires, numbering one 
hundred, is made up of ninety-two ewes 
and eight bucks. One of the bucks is the 
finest we have ever seen. The entire flock 
though a little demoralized from their long 
passage, look well and is by far the largest 
number of pure-bred Shropshires ever be- 
fore seen together in this State.

in deep where it will benefit the roots. 
Her experience had taught her to set plants 
deep to secure moisture in dry times. She 
described her success with house plants 
during the past winter as greater than 
ever before. Plants were potted in a com- 
post of decomposed horse manure and top 
soil with sand, Which lias proved the best 
she ever saw. 


A lengthy and very instructive essay on 
roses by Mrs. M. D. Welcome of Yarmouth 
was read by Mr. Fernald, Cor.

Welcome is well known as a skillfull florist 
and writer on floriculture and contributer 
to the literary department of several prom- 
inent journals.

Legislature.” The agricultural editor, who, 
by the way, is a Doctor of Medicine I be- 
lieye, complains of the constitution of said 
committee, because, forsooth, some of 
them are, in addition to farming, engaged 
in other business. Every mem of the 
committee was brought up on a farm; 
every one of them is to some extent engag- 
ed in farming now; they are practical men 
and know and appreciate the wants of the 
farm The agricultural editor uttered 
no complaint nor criticism of the make-up 
of the committee, until like men who think 
for themselves, they reported adversely up- 
on a scheme of his to tax the many for the 
benefit of the few—to create a new office, 
which would have drawn from the treasury 
three thousand dollars per annum at least 
—without, in the minds of the committee, 
adequate returns. 

This scheme involved the establishment 
ef a “Fertilizer Control Station,” where 
the various commercial fertilizers offered 
for sale should be tested at the expense of 
the State. The committee took this view 
of it. There are fertilizers in the market 
which have been tested by actual expeni- 
ence and proved to be valuable and satis- 
factory to the parties using them. If farm- 
ers will purchase an inferior and untested 
article becanse it is cheap, or for any other 
reason, it is no fault of the State, and the 
people should not be taxed to protect such 
persons from the duplicity of dishonest 
men. But the most unpardonable act of 
this committee on agriculture is their re- 

rt upon the College of Agriculture and 

echanic Arts. ‘The editor says, ‘We have 
their report before us and wish we could 
publish it entire.” Nothing would*be more 
agreeable to the committee than to have 
their report read by the numerous and in- 
telligent readers of the MAINE FARMER. 

Let them understand the facts therein 
stated and their conclusions will harmonize 
with the committee’s. If not, inform them

It is an insult to the 
farmers of Maine to say that they are una- 
ble or unwilling to educate their children. 
No class pays more cheerfully the annual 
assessments for the support of the corfmon 
schools.

Another Farmer Speaks. 


As one of the petitioners for the estab- 
lishment of a Fertilizer Control Station, 
perhaps I ought to thank the committee for 
giving us leave to withdraw instead of re- 
porting eT inexpedient. The im- 
portance of such a station is so manifest, 
that we shall not be likely to get another 
committee on agriculture to report adverse- 
Vv to such important legislation and | trust 

e constituents of that committee will give 
them leave to stay at home, where I doubt 
not they are useful citizens. I have used 
commercial fertilizers to some extent for 
more than 20 years, sometimes with good 
results, and at others withnone. Why this 
difference? In 1878 it paid well, in 1879 
the money paid for it in this community 
was just about thrown away. One man in 
straitened circumstances pakd seventeen 
dollars in order to secure a good crop of 
early potatoes, and he told me it did no 

ood whatever, and I used the same brand, 
that neither you nor I would take the gift 
of, and haujed it from Bangor. It may be 
said we have the word of the manufactur- 
er, who isa man of undoubted integrity, 
as to the constituents of every pound put 
into the market, as well as his reputation 
for furnishing a genuine article, and this is 
a sufficient protection to farmers. The 
manufacturer may be perfectly honest and 
furnish all the ingredients to make a rich 
fertilizer, but this is not a guarantee against 
imposition. Large manufacturers have 
four or five hundred men employed, and as 
the most important parts of a good fertili- 
zer are very expensive, such as nitrogen, 
phosphoric acid, and ammonia, it would 
not be at all strange if some of these cost- 
ly ingredients were withheld andthe money 
pocketed by the employees. What we 
farmers want and what we must have, is a 
competent chemist in our own State where 
we can take fertilizers offered for sale and 
know for ourselves that we pay for a fer- 
tilizer worth something. Personally, I feel 
but little interest in this matter, as I have 
all the home dressing I need, and shall not 
in future use phosphates of any brand, but 
the demand for such a law as we petitioned 
for is so universal throughout the State, 
that had the committee who had charge of 
our petition had knowledge of public opin- 
ion on this subject, they would not have 
reported as they did.

Lam going to tell you 
how I made some wreaths of moss which 
I think look. pretty, and keep green a leng 
time. In the summer or ball 7 gather a 
basket of moss from some low, swampy 
place in the woods; then get a few ounces 
of green Fasheen dye which can be bought 
at the store; then take a tin pan or an 
earthen vessel and fill part full of boiling 
water, pour in a few drops at a time of the 
dye, gather the moss up in little bunches 
in your hand and dip in the tops of it till 
colored the shade you want it; then lay 
them on a board todry. When dry take a 
hoop of the size you want the wreath, and 
with twine wind the bunches of moss on 
till it is full, taking care to have it perfect- 
ly round; fill the moss with everlasting or 
amaranth; white weed is pretty, or paper 
flowers made from tissue paper; then, for 
the centre of the wreath, a picture, or 
make across from pine cones sewed on 
pasteboard. A basket made the same way 
filled with moss and flowers looks nice; 
fasten to a piece of white paper and tack 
up, then hang the wreath over it. Now 
that [have written you how to make one 
simple but pretty ornament, who will tell 
us how to make the next? I will tell -you 
sometime how to make some ornaments of 
corn husks, if this don’t find its way into 
the waste basket.

Maine Insane Hospital. 

. Mystery has always surrounded insanity. 
Even the madness of Saul was regarded by 
his servants as an evil spirit from the Lord 
which troubled him, and it was believed 
that he could be restored to health by a 
cunning player on a harp, who had power 
to thus charm the evil spirit and make it 
depart. It has always been conceded that 
insane people ‘do not appear to have lost 
the faculty of reasoning, but group 
together some ideas very wrongly, they mis- 
take them for truth, and they erras men 
do that argue right from wrong princi- 
In the classic age, insanity was 
looked upon as a sacred disease, and it is 
impossible to entirely divest this disease of 
its early and ancient surroundings. It was 
not until almost the present century, that 
the insane were any where treated with 
what now would be termed common hu- 
manity. Hospitals have existed since the 
fourth century, but the only treatment was 
to confine the patient by chains, or in dun- 
geons, with no medical treatment save 
blood letting and purging. 

It was not until 1792, that the reforma- 
tion commenced and insane people treated 
It is not to be wonder- 
ed at, that when we consider the mystery 
that even now surrounds a human being 
that is bereft of reason, and think of the his- 
tory of the treatment of this disease, that 
we are inclined to be credulous and give a 
willing ear to any tale that may be told of 
their sufferings, or of the treatment they re- 
ceive from those whose duty it isto care 
for them. We know full well the weak- 
ness of human nature; we are many of us 
fretful, petulant and impatient; we know 
that at times even in the sacred relation of 
parent, guardian, or friend, we may be 
harsh, unjust, and possibly cruel in our 
treatment of those under our, natural pro-| ciding vote. 
Is it then unlikely that those 
who have placed under them the insane, 
may forget their duty and in moments of 
passion, provoked by the conduct of the pa- 
tient, inflict physical punishment upon 
those, who, under all circumstanges should 
receive only kind words, patient treatment 
and never a blow. 

Hospitals for the Insane are mainly pub- 
lic institutions. In this city we have the 
Maine Insane Hospital, which is now enter- 
ing upon the forty-first year of its exist- 
ence. As late as 1840, the common prisons 
of our State, furnished the only places 
where insane people could be confined. In 
1834, Governor Dunlap called attention to 
the advantages ‘‘An Insane Hospital would 
afford,” and the legislature of that year ap- 
propriated twenty thousand dollars for the 
establishment of a Hospital, provided alike} Grover and Hampton; Naval Affairs—
